Cole's circus train as it was passing
through Montana on the old Utah fc

Northern railroad. A year later a man
gave himself up to the authorities of
Minneapolis, Minn., confessing- that he
was the murderer of Edwards, and he
Is now serving time In the Montana
penitentiary for the crime. But, after
all these years, a second man has
shown .up In Kansas City, who claims
that "Ho is the real and only murderer
of John EdwardB, the brakeman. It Is
certainly a rare case In the annals of
crime, and a sister of the murdered
man, Mra. G. J. SlHman of Ogden. Is
anxiously awaiting tho outcome of tho
double confession. It 1b understood
that the second confessed murderer 'of
tho same man la being held In Kansas
City by tho direction of the Montana
authorities.

It would be a rare case, Indeed,
should it devolop that both men hon-
estly bellevo thai, they murdered John
Edwards.

CONTINENTAL LIFE

WINS IN MONTANA

EffortB of Rival Corporations to Keep
It Out Fail In Supreme

Court.

of the Continental Lire
OFFICERS and Investment

t,his city were highly
gratified yesterday upon receiv-

ing word that the Supreme court of
Montana had rendered a decision fa-

vorable to tho company in the contest
brought against it In that State by
general agents of some of the Eastorn
Insurance companies. The substance
of the decision la that the court has
granted the motion of the company's
attorneys that the proceedings brought
against the company to prevent Its do-
ing business in Montana be quashed,

Early in May of this year the gen-or- al

agents of some of the life Insur-
ance companies doing business In
Montana requested the Auditor of
State to cancel tho license of the Con-
tinental Life Insurance and Invest-
ment company, on tho ground that the
company was writing a special con-
tract, contrary to law. The State Au-
ditor accepted these statements as
facts, and Instructed the company to
discontinue business until he could In-

vestigate the charaqter of the work the
company was doing.

Following his investigation the State
Auditor delivered the following deci-
sion:

"In tho matter of the Continental
Life Insurance and Investment com-
pany of Salt Lake City, Utah, com-
plaint has been made to this depart-
ment to the effect that the Continental
Life Insurance and Investment com-
pany was engaged In soliciting and
Issuing policies in violation of the stat-
utes of this State. The company was
served with notice to discontlue writ-
ing these contracts, until an investiga-
tion could be made, under penalty of
forfeiture of license In case of refusal,

"Tho company Immediately advised
the department that the request had
been complied with.

"The alleged violation Is found to
consist In the Issuing by the company
of certain contracts called 'local ad-

viser contracts.' Copies of these con-

tracts and the application for the same
have been filed with this department
and on careful examination I And that
they form a complete contract of em-
ployment, requiring specific services to
be rendered, for which a compensation
is provided and I am satisfied, such
contracts, in themselves, In connection
with life Insurance or otherwise, con-

stitute no violation of the laws of this
State."

After this decision was rendered the
company resumed business In the
State and a few days later the general
agents petitioned the Governor, re-

questing him to institute quo warranto
proceedings against the Continental
Life on the ground that It had not
properly qualified to do business in
the State, the principal objection being
that the company had not required Its
ofllcers to sign the first annual state-
ment filed with the Auditor of the
State of Montana, as required by law,
and when this omission was called to
the attention of State Auditor Calder-hea- d

he waived further quo warranto
action and Immediately notified the
Salt Lake office of the Continental Life
that It could not do further business
until Its papers had been properly
signed and attested, and the company
was obliged to withdraw Its agent from
the field until new papers were filed
on June 3, since which time the com-
pany has been doing business In the
State.

Immediately following the resump-
tion of business a complaint was
lodged with the Supreme court charg-
ing State Auditor Calderhead with
malfeasance in office and with discrim-
inating In favor of the Continental
Life, of which concern he Is a stock-
holder. The Supreme court set the
hearing of this writ for Monday, June
13, and postponed the hearing until
June 15, on which day the Attorney-jGener- al

Joined the attorneys for the
Continental Life in a writ requesting
the Supreme court to quash proceed-
ings, and after the case was argued
by both sides the court took the case
under advisement and yesterday ren-

dered Its decision sustaining the writ
to quash proceedings.

The Continental Life Is still doing
business In Montana. It has been
very successful since It opened Its
doors on March 1, writing more than
one million of life Insurance during the
first three months, carrying with It a
premium Income of over M0.000 per
year.
